A Wuser Between n Man and wife — A 
Well-known Merchant Loses, mid is 
Handsomely Sold 

About two months since, a well-known 
and popular merchant in this city, and his 
accomplished lady, in the presence of sever- 
al friends, entered into a wager that one of 
the two was to perpetrate a practical joke on 
the Ollier, and whichever was defeated in 
first being ’‘sold," should undergo a penalty 
to he inflicted by the triumphant party. The 
punishment was at once agreed upon as fol- 
lows : if the husband was defeated, he 
should on the day following, take a wheel- 
barrow, and go to a well-known flour dealer 
on Walnut street, purchase a barrel of 
choice family flour, and wheel it up Walnut 
to Fourth, west ofJFourth street to their res- 
idence. The feat to he performed between 
the hours of 10 A. M., and 4 P. M. Should 
the wife be defeated, she was required to at- 
tire herself in lull yankee dress, of the ex- 
travagant order, on the Sunday morning 
following, and proceed to St. John's Episco- 
pal Church at 11 o’clock, and occupy the 
front seat, observing carefully not to conceal 
her face, and during the service to present 
to the clergyman a purse of $100 for the 
benefit of the poor belonging to that parish. 

If the wager was singular and unusual 
between husband and wife, the forfeit was 
certainly extravagant, and remarkably se- 
vere. The parties, however, agreed to the 
contract, and immediately began to deter- 
mine the plan which should produce a suc- 
cesslul issue. Each was vigilant, cautious, 
and keenly observant of the other’s move- 
ments, and every attempt at a joke failed 
until last evening, when woman's wit tri- 
umphed in the following terrible discomfit- 
ure of the unsuspecting husband. 

On Thursday last a billet doux was receiv- 
ed, inviting Mr. and Mrs. , the aforesaid 

merchant and his wife, to a party, to be giv- 
en Monday evening, Jan. 2d, at the residence 
of a well known citizen on Sixth street, the 
merchant being the hearer of the invitation 
missive to his wife. The lady made every 
preparation for the party, advising with her 
husband as to the character of her toilet, 
and scrupulously executing every wish he 
indicated. On yesterday morning the lady 
complained of indisposition, and during the 
day expressed a fear that she would not be 
able to attend the party. The hnsUand of- 
fered to procure a carriage, and thought 
there would he no serious consequences it 
she wrapped up warmly, and avoided the 
night air. Tlte ruse was working charming- 

ly- 

Eariy last Evening, the lady prepared her 
toilet and assisted her husband in the same 
very interesting proceeding. The merchant 
went in search of a carriage, leaving in- 
structions with the wife (o be in readiness 
when he returned. The husband was only 
absent about fifteen minutes, but in that in 
lerim a negro woumn of the same height 
and size had beefi bundled up with the la 
dy's bonnet, cloak, furs, Ac., a thick veil 
concealing her dark complexion. When 
the carriage drove up to Hie door, the bun- 
dled tip “joke” was at the door with the 
waiting maid, who, with the gallant bus 
band, assisted her to the carriage, the maid 
tendering the advice, “not to draw off the 

night air on her lungs.” Mrs. , in the 

meantime, bail preceded the carriage in 
another hack, and informed the company 
assembled of the cruel sell. It was agreed 

that Mrs should conceal herself, and 

when Mr. and his associate arrived, 

they should at once be ushered into the 
parlor, where, in public view, the amaze 
ment and discomfiture of the husband 
should produce the merriment of the hour. 

Only a few minutes elapsed, and the car 
riage was at the door, the door-bell rang, 
and in another instant the couple were ush- 
ered into the brilliantly lighted parlors, the 
husband apologizing for his wife’s feebleness 
because of an indisposition during the day. 
With the assistance of the lady whose^guest 
they were, the merchant began unrobing 
his partner. The removal of the veil caused 
a wild shriek and scream from the ladies, 
and “my gracious” from the gents, while the 
pale and dejected merchant stood riveted to 
the middle of the floor, his eves staring on 
the negrees, who offered her baud for for- 
giveness. The enraged merchant was in the 
act ol suddenly leaving the company, when 
the wife, full of smiles, and in her beautiful 
toilet, confronted him by remarking, “My 
dear, what’s the price of flour?” The bus 
band acknowledged the sell, and promised 
that the wager should be paid.

Emancipation la Kentucky. 

SPEECH OF IION. JOHN A. Pit ALL, 

Delivered in the Senate of Kentucky, January 

9 th, 1865, in support of the resolution intro- 
duced by him as chairman of the committee 

on Federal Delations, recommending the 

adoption of the amendment of the Federal 

Constitution, declaring the abolition of Slave- 
ry throughout the United States. ■ 

The resolution that 1 have reported from 
the Committee on Federal Relations was 
purposely framed so as to be comprehensive 
enough to embrace in its support men who, 
viewing the subject to which it relates as an 
original question Irom widely different stand- 
points, nevertheless concur in the conclu- 
sion which it announces. Whoever may 
have desired it, and whoever may now de- 
precate it, it must be equally apparent to 
all that the days of the institution of slave- 
ry in this nation are numbered, and that it 
must very soon pass away forever. This 
vexed question, the fruitful source of so 
much angry controversy, the burden of eo 
many political platforms, and the theme of 
so many inflammatory harangues, is to live 
hereafter only in the historic annals which 
shall record the bitter irritations and the 
stormy conflicts it has engendered. 

The attitude of the question so far as it 
relates to Kentucky, is forcibly and truth- 
fully presented by the Governor, in his mes- 
sage communicated at the opeuingofour 
session; and while 1 dissent from some of 
his conclusions, 1 read the following extract, 
as setting forth correctly the basis of lact 
upon which we must predicate our action : 

Although the peoploof Kentucky, in this great 
national struggle against rebellion, havo evor op- 
posed making the status of the negro an object of 
struggle in this trial to preserve our national lile' 
yet they are not so blinded in perception as not 
to see, nor so irrational as not to accept the fact, 
as an existing fact, that rebellion has de- 
stroyed property in slaves. It exists in nnmo 
to a limited extent, but not in interest. Under 
the stroke of rebellion, tho roof-tree which shel- 
tered it has been shivered to tho roots. What 
remains of it to us is, and must continue to be, 
npt only effete but burdensome. 

With us the institution “exists only in 
name, but not in interest.” “It is not only 
effete, but burdensome.’ In a word, it is 
practically dead; and it is the 'mission of 
the resolution i have submitted, to provide 
for it, now that it is no more, a decent and 
constitutional burial. 

It is not easy to realize with what resist- 
less power the rapid and sweeping current 
of events has borne us on, till out of the 
convulsions which have shaken the conti- 
nent this immense result has been evolved. 
Nor is it material to the subject which is 
now before us, that we should trace with ac- 
cura'e minuteness, the causes which have 
produced the state of affairs upon which we 
are called to act. The Hon. Mr Boyce, of 
South’Carolina, then a memberofCongress, in 
an address, some years since, to his constitu- 
ents, after deprecating in fitting terms the 
contemplated secession, used the following 
forcible and prophetic language: “Such is 
the intensity of uiy conviction on the sub- 
ject that, if secession shal^ take place, I 
shall consider the institution of slavery 
doomed, and that the great Goo, in our bliud- 
ness, has made us the instruments of its de- 
struction.” The full realization of these 
words of prophetic warning is at hand. No 
human genius has been able to fully fathom 
the deep and majestic import of the great 
events that have been transpiring. But it 
is not difficult to discern the hand of an in- 
scrutable Providence moving amid thestorm 
and overruling the fierce and tumultous ele- 
ments, for the accomplishment ol His sub- 
lime and mysterious purposes. Neither the 
Administration nor any friend of emancipa- 
tion at the outset contemplated or aimed at 
the result which has followed; and had they 
sought this end they were utterly powerless, 
of themselves, to achieve it. The treason- 
able and wicked rebellion of the South, 
which has convulsed the nation, and shaken 
the very foundations of society, has, in its 
progress, while lading to destroy the Gov- 
ernment, against whose existence it hurled 
its formidable power, nevertheless given a 
mortal blow to the very institution in whose 
name and behalf the terrible revolution was 
inaugurated. 

The war in behalf of slavery was begun 
in the face of a most extraordinary conces 
eion, tendered in an abounding spirit of con- 
ciliation by the North, no less than a pro- 
posed amendment of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, submitted by the requisite vote of two- 
thirds of both Houses ol Congress for the 
ratification of the States, declaring that nei- 
ther under the existing Constitution, nor any 
subsequent amendment thereto, should Con- 
gress ever inteflere with or disturb the insti- 
tution ol slavery within the States. A guar- 
anty thus complete and ample, not only giv- 
ing assurance of present security to their 
cherished institution, but making that secu- 
rity organic and fundamental, and beyond 
the reach of change, was tendered to the 
South, and disdainfully rejected. Kentucky 
alone 1 ratified the proposed amendment. The 
local character of 'he institution, as a sub- 
ject for the control of the States where it ex- 
isted, and beyond the reach of the General 
Government in the exercise of its ordinary 
and peaceful functions, was readily conced- 
ed by every leading statesman of the North, 
and emphatically declared by Congressional 
resolutions adopted with great unanimity 
just when the rebellion -was impending. 
And yet, with all these things before them, 
and madly spurning these solemn pledges 
and irrevocable guarantees, held out as a 
peace offering by a Iraternal people, thev 
plunged their country in all the horrors of a 
civil war. They ruthlessly trampled under 
foot the constitution which afforded to 
slavery its highest protection. They sub- 
mitted its fate to the arbitrament of the 
sword, and by the sword it shall perish. 
There were other institutions besides the in 
-stitution of slavery. -There were other in- 
terests in which the hopes and happiness of 
the teeming millions ol the nation were in- 
volved, and all these slavery has imperiled 
and threatened with destruction. And it is 
not unnatural, after such a conflict as we 
have witnessed, and when hundreds ol 
thousands ol our sons have yielded up 
their lives to their country, and millions 
■mourn their loss, that a people who patient- 
ly and heroically submitted to such im- 
measurable sacrifices to preserve their na- 
tionality, should at last determine and de- 
cree that this banelul source of discord and 
rebellion shall cease to exist, and that 
slavery shall perish that the nation may 
live. 

It is of no consequence now to discuss the 
question whether slave and free institutions 
were essentially incompatable, and whether 
they might not have co-existed in a govern 
ment framed as ours was, till the slow oper- 



ation of natural causes should in the pro- 
gress of events, have at last worked out the 
problem of emancipation. This was the 
solution of ^he question to which I had look- 
ed forward ,anxiously and hopefully, and in 
this the country would have acquiesced, had 
the South been wise and the hand of vio- 
lence been stayed. But it must now be too 
apparent for debate that after the terrible 
conflict through which we have passed, the 
nation can never be reunited except upon 
the basis of universal freedom. The poison- 
ous Upas must be utterly uprooted before the 
unity of the country can be restored. The 
sword has cut the Gordian knot, which it 
might have required a century to unravel. 

Whatever may be the views of statesmen 
or moralists as to the merits of slavery’ un- 
der special circumstances, or as a means for 
the accomplishment of temporary purposes, 
I have no hesitation in declaring my con- 
viction that such an institution was never 
designed to be permanently maintained and 
perpetuated in a civilized and Christian 
land But while I thus deprecate the in- 
stitution of slavery as resting upon princi- 
ples which are utterly indefensible, I would 
not involve in the same condemnation all 
who under any cirsumstances, are, or have 
been, the holders ol slaves. On the contra 
ry, we have found it amoung us, entailed 
upon us, and crowding out every other sys- 
tem of labor, so as to leave to the individual 
living in a community where it exists and 
engaged iu avocations requiring the employ- 
ment of labor, scarcely any alternative but 
to adopt it. Voluntary emancipation too, 
by individual action, has been attended witti 
difficulties which in many cases were almost 
insuperable. In my own case, although I 
have been for years emancipating the few 
slaves 1 inherited, as rapidly as their rela- 
tions to others over whom I had no control 
would permit, I find myself still , nominally, 
an unwilling slave owner. And while all 
Christian people must loathe and execrate 
the accursed slave- trade, still I am not 
sure that as one of the means by which 
good is sometimes wrought out ol evil, the 
institution may not have been Providential- 
ly designed as a temporary agency to sub- 
serve a beneficent and noble purpose. The 
enslaved race have been removed Irom their 
native deserts, and Irom a condition of the 
deepest and most degraded barbarism and 
placed, although in their state of servitude, 
in contact with a high Civilization, familiar 
ized with the pursuits el industry, and had 
opened to their minds the first faint glimmer 
ings of the light ol the Gospel. I am not 
the advocate of negro equality, nor am 1 
trembling with (ear of that equality. I do 
not doubt that the negro race is interior to 
the aggregate white races, just as one white 
race is inlerior to another, and just as there 
are inequalities, physical and intellectual, 
among individuals composing the same race. 
But I hold it no less true that in the circum- 
stances to which 1 have alluded they have 
advanced in civilization as savages have 
rarely done before, and have reached an el- 
evation to which they might never have at- 
tained in tbeir native land, and given evidence 
of their capacity for far higher progress. In 
this sensa their slavery lias been a missionary 
work, and proven a blessing to the enslaved. 
But that blessing would be but a burning 
curse and an unmitigated calamity if their 
servile condition is to be perpetuated for- 
ever. For of what benefit is it that a 
human being should learn that he has a 
soul, if its every high and noble aspiration 
is to be blasted ? Why learn him that there 
is a God if you withhold Irom him the means 
and power of reading for himself the revela- 
tion He has made to man ? Why teach him 
the social relations which have been estab- 
lished among men, and which are the foun- 
dation of all civilized society, if at the cap- 
rice or by the misfortune of the master, the 
husband and wife may at any moment be 
put asunder, or the infant torn from the bos- 
om of its mother ? If, then, it was the mis- 
sion of slavery to open t'o the benighted 
mind of the African the first rudiments of 
knowledge and civilization, that mission was 
fully performed the moment his further and 
continued advancement became unsuited to 
and incompatible with his servile condition. 
Heaven never designed to elevate, Christian- 
ize, and ennoble a human being to be a slave 
forever. 

In the political and economical aspects of 
the subject we have. only to look around us 
over the face of the country, to trace its sta- 
tistics and glance at its history, to see in 
striking and melancholy prominence the 
blighting influences of the institution wher- 
ever the foot of the slave has trodden. The 
fairest portion of the continent has been ded- 
icated to it, its fertile soil and salubrious cli- 
mate, with its balmy air and sunny skies, 
have been freely yielded up for its full de- 
velopment. Free institutions excluded from 
this genial land by the degradation of labor 
within it, have sought their home in the 
sterner and less attractive regions of the 
North. And with the unpausing and indom- 
itable energy of freedom, by the magical 
power of tree, educated and compensated 
labor, they have conquered every obstacle 
ol nature and overleaped every physical bar- 
rier. The forest has melted before them. 
The wild prairie yie'ds its rich products to 
their culturing hand and cities spring up at 
it by enchantment. On every hand the splen- 
did and enduring evidences of advancement 
and progress greet the eye, and teeming mil- 
lions rejoice in the blessings of civilization 
which their own free hands have wrought 
out for themselves and their children. That 
the South has fallen so lar in the rear of this 
majestic progress, can be justly ascribed to 
no other cause except that her energies have 
been palsied and her prosperity blighted by 
the blistering, burning curse of slavery. Let 
this incubus be removed, as soon it must be, 
and the dilliculties-incitlent to the transition 
overcome, and she will move forward with 
rapid and resistless strides in the grand career 
for which nature has fitted her. 

The practical thing proposed by the reso- 
lution is that we shall, so lar as may be prop- 
er, ‘indicate to our delegation in Congress, and 
announce to the country, our desire that the 
amendment of the Federal Constitution, de- 
claring the abolition ol slavery, which pass- 
ed the United Stales Senate by an over- 
whelming vote at its last session, "and which) 
in the meantime, has been indorsed by the 
people in a most emphatic manner in the 
Presidential election, shall be al-o adopted 
by the House of Representatives, where it is 
now pending, and referred to the States for 
their ratification. Not only for the nation 
but lor Kentucky, it seems to me that this 
is the fittest mode in which thequestion may 
be disposed of. Efficient Stale action under 
our own Constitution, such as the emergen- 
cy demands, is surrounded with each difficul- 
ties as renders it utterly impracticable, and 
the amendment of the instrument in the te- 
dious and circuitous mode it provides is not 
to be thought of as a means of disposing ol 
a question which presses upon us and de- 
mands decisive aud almost instant action. 

I was one of those who, when the Consti- 
tution was abont to be framed in 1849, look- 
ed forward to the occurrence of events, and 
the development of a public sentiment, 
which would require that the subject 
of slavery in our State should be with-- 



in the control of the people acting through 
their representatives, and subject only to 
such reasonable restraints as might insure 
calm and deliberate action. In the good old 
county of Woodford, where I was born, the 
largest Blaveholding county, in proportion to 
its population, in the Stale, I took occasion 
in that year, before casting my first vote at 
the polls, to announce my earnest convic- 
tions on this subject in a preamble and reso 
lutions presented by me and adopted by a 
very small meeting of those who agreed with 
me in sentiment. I will read from the 
paper a single extract, for in my judgement 
age has not impaired its merit or its truth- 
fulness : 

The peoplo of Kentucky are now to decide 
whether she wilt embrace the bright and palmy 
destiny fer which Heaven seems to havo designed 
her or bequeath to her sons the poverty and weak- 
ness of V irginia, and perchance the horrid blood- 
shed of St. Domingo; whether her luxuriant soil 
and slumbering elements of greatness and prosper- 
ity shall sustain a great community of energetic 
and enterprising freemen, or enduro theblighting 
tread of the slave forever. In tho exercise of the 
sacred right of freemen to speak through any 
channel in which popular opinion may be con- 
veyed, we proclaim ourselves opposed to all 
measures, whether constitutional or legislative, 
which look -to the increase or perpetuation of 
slavery, and hold that the Legislature should bo 
left free to take such action on the subject of 
gradual emancipation as may be demanded by the 
circumstance of the country and tho matured 
and repeated expression of the popular will. 

But these counsels flitl not prevail, and 
the convention which had been originally 
called upou the idea of popularizing all our 
institutions, seemed mainly intent upon 
placing this single subject of slavery utterly 
beyond the reach of the people in'all lime 
to come. And hence the difficulties in the 
way of free action by tfie State which con- 
front us now. But fornmately <ve have in 
the proposed amendment of the Federal 
instrument the means at hand of meeting 
the great emergency. It is regular and 
pursues with perfect strictness all the forms 
through which the people in the creation 
of the Government deternrned and provided 
that their organic law might be changed. 
It uproots the real and ultimate basis upon 
which the slaveholder rests his right. For 
if we go beyond this into questions of origi- 
nal right, outside of the Constitution and of 
property, which is “higher than law,” we 
shall find no right which is higher and no 
property which is more sacred known to 
God or among men than that of every hu- 
man being to himself. 

The amendment, however rapidly it may 
pass through the Constitutional steps neces- 
sary to its validity, will be to us in Ken- 
tucky but little more than the authoritative 
announcement of a fact which has already 
been accomplished The institution has 
melted and crumbled away, and its vitality 
is utterly gone. Involuntary servitude 
scarcely’ exists at all. Those who still cling 
to their masters do so because it is their in- 
clination or their intereststhus toreinain, and 
because- they receive in some form or other 
what both parties are willing to recognize 
as a fit remuneration for their services. 
They would thus remain, although an j 
edict of emancipation were proclaimed 
to-day. I am proud, as a Kentuckian, to 
know that in very many instances here the 
relation has been one of mutual confidence 
and affection, founded upou the faithful dis- 
charge ol reciprocal duties, and where it 
rests upon these just foundations it kill re- 
main undisturbed. But the mass ot the la- 
boring slave population is gone, and must 
be replaced, or our fields will go uncultiva- 
ted. And ours must cease to be a slave 
State even in name, and labor cease to be de- 
graded by the brand of servitude, before we 
can attract the free l ibor which has given 
to the North its prosperity and pre-eminence. 
One system of labor has passed awav, but 
enough of its vestiges remain to repel the 
entrance of that which is to lake its place. 
The substance is gone, but the shadow re- 
mains. Bet that frowning shadow be re- 
moved, and a new era will dawn upon us, 
the grandest in our history. Our boundless 
and slumbering resources will be developed 
Our mountains will yield their rich and ex- 
haustless treasures to the hand of free and 
intelligent enterprise; and our fair and fertile 
low-lands will bloom as a garden. In my 
own county’, and elsewhere through the 
State, farms are often seen embracing the 
sites of a dozen old homesteaJs, which have 
been swallowed up and incorporated in a sip 
gle estate. The old roof tree is hewn down, 
the tenement which once sheltered a liappv 
family is in ruins and decay, and its occu- 
pants have been crowded out, and have gone 
to people the West, and make room for slave 
ry here These humble homesteads will 
spring up again, the habitations of indus 
trious and frugal frce-holders — the great mid- 
dle class, the bone and sinew of any coun- 
try, and the real foundation of its virtue and 
its strength. Our common schools, which 
we have been struggling in vain to foster 
and build up, will become a real vital ele- 
ment in our civilization, and diffuse their 
beneficent blessings throughout the land. 
Such is the destiny which awaits us, and we 
have only to reach forth and grasp it in full 
fruition. Terrible is the conflict through 
which we are passing; but I trust it is ap- 
proaching its grand consummation in the 
unity and freedom of our country, and that 
we may yet come forth purified by the fiery 
ordeal, and arise from the baptism of blood 
to a newness of life. 



Your people — the I riends — have had, and 
are having very great trials, on principles- 
and faith opposed to both war and oppres- 
sion. They can only practically oppose op- 
pression by war. In this hard dilemma 
some have chosen one horn and some an- 
other. 

For those appealing to me on conscientious 
grounds, I have done and shall do the best I 
could and can, in my own conscience under 
my oath to the law. That you believe this, 
I doubt not, and believing it, I shall still re- 
ceive for our country and myself your earn- 
est prayers to our Father in Heaven. Your

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The President’s Tribute to the Friends. 

The following lately published letter from 
President Lincoln will be read with interest, 
particularly by members of the Society of 
Friends. It was written ( by the President 
prior to his re-election, to Mrs. Eliza P 
Gurney, the widow of the late well known 
Friend and philanthropist, Jos. John. Gur- 
ney, who was one of the wealthiest bankers 
of London. Mrs. Gurney is an American 
lady, and since her husband's death has re- 
sided at Burlington, N. J.: 

My Esteemed Fbiknd : I have not forgot- 
ten, probably never shall forget, the very im- 
pressive occasion when yourself und friends 
visited ine on a Sabbath lorenoon, two years 
ago. Nor had your kind letter, written near- 
ly a year later, ever been forgotten. In all 
it has been your purpose to strengthen my 
reliance in God. 1 am much indebted to 
the good Christian people of the country lor 
their constant prayers and consolations, and 
to no one of them more than to yourself. 
The purposes of the Almighty are perfect 
and must prevail, though we erring morials 
inay fail to accurately perceive them in ad- 
vance. 

We hoped for a happy termination of this 
terrible war, long before this, but God knows 
besi, and has ruled otherwise. We shall yet 
acknowledge His wisdom and our own errors 
therein; meanwhile wc must work earnestly 



n the best lights He gives us, trusting that 
so working still conduces to the great ends 
He ordains. Surely He intends some great 
good to follow this mighty convulsion which 
no mortal could make, and no mortal could 
stav. 



January 17 — Senate — Therules were sus- 
pended that Mr. Bush might offer a resolu- 
tion in regard to the investigation of the 
charges against Judge Bullitt, and raising a 
Committee of three for that purpose, im- 
powering them to send for persons and pa 
pers. Mr. Bolts proposed an amendment 
that the President.be requested to per- 
Judge Bullitt to return and be. present 
at his trial, and free whilst here from 

arrest or duress. Adopted. On motion 
of Mr. Cleveland the further considera- 
tion of the motion, as amended, was 
postponed till Monday next. 'I he resolution 
in regard to Federal affairs, proposed by Mr. 
Prall, and amended by Mr. Cleveland, was, 
on motion of Mr. Worthington, laid on the 
table. The following was the vote: 

Yeas — Mr. Speaker (Bruner,) Messrs. Baker, 
Black, Bush, Chiles, Coffee, Field, Gardner, Gar- 
rard, Grainger, Grier, Grover, Hammond, Harri- 
son, J. D. Landrum, McHenry, Prall, Read, 
Worthington, Wright — 20. 

Nays— Messrs. Botts, Cleveland, Cook, Dun- 
can, Fisk, Marshall, Patrick. Kiffo, Robinson, 
Spaulding, Wait — 11. 

Mr. Prall s resolution has been already’ 
published in our paper. 

Mr. Bush proposed a resolution in regard 
to the abolition of slavery in Kentucky, 
which was ordered to be printed and made 
a special order for Thursday. Mr. Fisk 
proposed a series of resolutions, as amenda- 
tory to that proposed by Mr. Bush, and Mr 
Cleveland proposed a resolution as substi- 
tute for the whole. All took the same di- 
rection as did that of Mr. Bush. Mr. Gar 
dner offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Proposition and Grievances 
to inquire into the cause of the failure of 
the Public Printer and Binder to furnish 
the Senate with the Governor's 
Adcpied. 

House — An act increasing the fees of 
Justices of the Peace was passed. 

The Speaker laid before the House the 
names of the Select Committee on slavery 
in Kentucky, viz: Messrs. Ray, Kinney, 
Lowry, G. B. Thomas, Webb, E. II. Smith, 
Varnon, Neal, and Lutrell. Mr. Stinson 
offered a resolution for the benefit of wid 
ows and orphans of deceased soldiers. Al. 
so to compensate discharged soldiers. A 
resolution in regard to the removal of the 
remains of John Finley and Simon Kenton 
to the cemetery at Frankfort, was adopted; 
yeas 71, nays 5. 

Jan. 18. — Senate — Mr. v McHenry, fro[n 
the Judiciary Committee, reported a House 
bill - for the benefit of A. J. Mershon, of 
Garrard county, which proposes to relieve 
him from the operation of the expatriation 
act. The bill elicited considerable discus- 
sion. Messrs. Marshall, Fisk, Robinsotf, 
Cleveland and McHenry favored its passage, 
and Messrs. Trail, Wright, Bristow and Ba- 
ker opposed it. The bill , was recommitted 
to the same Committee. Mr. Fisk offered a 
resolution that (he penal laws of the State 
be examined, to see whether or not-counter- 
feiting the National Bank Currency be pun- 
ishable bv Slate law adopted. 

House — Special order of the day was an 
act to regulate the fees of Sheriffs After 
extended discussion, Mr. Dellaven offered a 
substitute for the bill, merely increasing the 
fees of Sheriffs for collecting the revenue 
adopted — yeas 49, nays 33. The bill was 
then passed — yeas 79, nays 5. An act regu- 
lating the fees of County Judges was passed. 

The resolution if it It regard to an adjaurn 
ment of the Legislature to Louisville was 
laid on the table. 

Much business of a private character was 
transacted in both Houses during the day. 

Jan. 19. — Senate — Mr. McHenry, from 
Committee on Circuit Courts, reported a bill 
regulating the fees of Circuit ami County 
Court Clerks, with an amendment by the 
House. Concurred in. Mr. Marshall 
from the Select Committee ou Emancipation, 
reported the following resolution :

It requtr- 
the Governor to appoint a committee to inj 
vestigate how many anc wno have been ar‘ 
rested, by what process, order &c., when, 
where and how confined. It was ordered to 
be printed and referred to'Committee on Ju- 
diciary. 

SSyTbe Charleston Mercury of the 12th, 
contains the following remarkable editorial. 
It appears that Charleston is in immediate 
danger, an! that the prospect of warding it 
off is quite gloomy. No doubt that danger 
lies in the near and rapid approach of 
Sherman. The view of the Confederacv 
which the Mercu-y gives is exceedingly en- 
couraging to us, and more especiallly when 
it is remembered that that paper has been 
one of the principle firere of the Southern 
heart, and has exhibited a lyipg spirit of 
bravado from the very first of the rebellion. 
The Southern spirit, both in press and people, 
is fast breaking. The Mercury says: 

The condition of the military department 
of Georgia and South Carolina is anything 
but satisfactory, and to noyie less so than 
to the General commanding. His depart- 
ment had been newly turned into hie hands, 
and many of the troops are new to him and 
to the department. They came to him un- 
der the command of an imbecile, and he 
has received them. What has been done to 
eradicate the fatal evil we shall not stop 
to inquire. The time has been too short to 
do much, and the forces have been very 
much scattered, but the very last moments 
are ayiving, when all must be done. The 
enemy does not intend to wait upon our 
sure, and there is much to do 

The path we are now travelling is straight 
to destruction. The crisis of the Confeder- 
acy has arrived -in fatal earnest. The next 
six months will bring the Confederacy to the 
ground, or will reinstate her power. With- 
out reform we are doomed. There must be 
no more Jeff. Davis fooling, but brains and 
nerve.

It repeals 
all laws requiring owners to pay for arrest 
of slaves ; also the law requiring arrests of 
runaways, apd the act in regard to patrols; 
also making .it a penal offense for persons 
to allow tbeir slaves to hire their own 
time. Made special order lor same day. 

House — The bill regulating the fees of 
Constables was passed — yeas 73, nays, 9J 
Mr. Varnon, from the Committee on Agri- 
culture and Manufactures, reported a reso- 
lution in opposition to tax on leaf tobacco, 
adopted Mr. Dulin, from the Committee 
on Revised Statutes, reported a bill for the 
benefit of jailers, raising their fees lo 73 cts 
day, amendments were offered reducihg 
tiie amount to 65 cents a day. Referred to 
Gommitlee on County Courts. Mr. Webb, 
from Committee on Revised Statutes, report- 
ed a bill to amend the laws concerning run-

The Suicide of the South. 

To what quarter shall they call for rocks 
and mountains to fall upon them and hide 
them from the justice of the Government, 
seems now to be the inquiry at Richmond 
Better vassalage to an European power than 
subjugation to the hated Yankees, sing the 
organs of Jefferson Davis. And the feroci- 
ous opposition Examiner subscribes to that 
horn it it comes to that. But no forcigu 
power will accept us with slavery. Let us 
throw overboard the cargo to save the ship, 
answer the organs. Let us sacrifice slavery! 
and then Europe will accept our vassalage! 

Is this the unconquerable South ? Is this 
Southern independence? Vassalage and the 
surrender of control of tbeir domestic insli 
tution to a foreign power ! How has the 
Confederacy fallen, when ils leaders, who 
have been so generous with proffers of the 
last drop of tbeir blood, lay their cherished 
institution, for which they haye ruined their 
section, at the feet of foreign powers, to es 
cape from shedding the first drop! 

They could not endure to live under a 
Government of theirown, in an equal union 
with those who were not converted lo the 
divine ordination of slavery. Sentiments 
unfavorable to it were an intolerable inter- 
ference with thi’ir domestic institution. They 
would have independence, that their domes- 
tic institution might be secure from interler 
ence. And now they propose to offer both 
their domestic institution and their independ- 
ence to a foreign power, and to sue for its 
protection. 

And the most forcible illustration of the 
humbling operation of the war on the South- 
ern blind, is that they should call this inde- 
pendence. Foreign protection in national 
affairs, and foreign dictation in their domes- 
tic relations, is independence to the Southern 
soul in its present chastened state. The 
Richmond Enquirer and the opposition Ex- 
aminer discuss the proposition, both declar- 
ing their willingness to take the bitter horn. 
The Sentiuel, inspired by Jefferson Davis, 
bad previously declared the afiernative. — 
Cin. Gazette. 



Gen. Hutler’s Farewell Address. 

The following is the full text of Gen. But- 
ler's stirring farewell address to his army : 

Headqe’s Dep't of Va., ) 

and North Carolina, l 

Army of the James, Jan. 8. J 

Soldiers of the Army of the James : 

Your commander, relieved by order of 
the President, takes leave of you. Your 
conduct in the field has extorted praise from 
the unwilling. You have endured the pri- 
vation of camp and the march without a 
murmur; you have never failed in attack 
when ordered; you have stormed and carri- 
ed works deemed impregnable by the enemy; 
you have shown the positions to be 60 by 
holding them against his fiercest assault in 
the attempt to tetake them. Those skilled 
in war have marvelled at the obstacles over- 
come by your valor. Your lines of works 
have excited the wonder of officers of other 
nations who have come to learn defensive 
war Irom the .monuments ol your skilled la 
bor. Your deeds have rendered your names 
illustrious. In after times your General’s 
proudest memorial will be to say, with you, 
“I, too, was of the army of the James." To 
share such companionship is a pleasure ; to 
participate in such acts is an honor; to have 
command of such an army is glory. No 
one could yield it without regret. Knowing 
your willing obedience to orders, witnessing 
your ready devotion of your blood in your 
country’s cause, I have been chary ot the 
precious charge confided to me. I have re- 
lused to order the useless sacrifice of the 
lives of such soldiers ; and while I am re- 
lieved from your command, the wasted blood 
ot ioy men does not stain my garment. For 
my action 1 am responsible to God and my 
country. 

'do the colored troops in the Army ot' the James: 
this army you have been treated, not as 
laborers, but as soldiers. You have shown 
yourselves worthy ol the uniform you wear. 
The best officers «t the Union drnly seek to 
command you. Your bravery lias won the 
admiration even of those who would be your 
masters. Your patriotism and courage have 
llustrated the best qualitfcs of manhoodj 
With the bavwnet you have unlocked tin: 
iron-barred gates of prejudice, opened new 
fields of freedom, liberty and equality of 
rights to yourselves and your race lorever. 
Comrades of the army ol the Janie.*, T bid 
you farewell, farewell 1

“Order for raising and organizing a new Volun- 
teer Army Corps. 

“First. That an army corps, to ooneist of not 
less than 20,000 infantry, and to be enlisted for 
not less than one year, and to be designated tho 
1st corps, shall bo organized in the District of 
Columbia; commencing tho organization on the 
1st of December. 1864, and continuing until the 
first day of January next. The privates to con- 
sist of able-bodied men who havo served honora- 
bly not less than two years and therefore not stib- 
jeot to draft. Tho officers to ho commissioned from 
such as have honorably served not less than two 
years. 

“Second. Recruits will be furnished transpor- 
tation to Washington anil will be credited ‘to the 
district in which they or thoir families are, and 
will bo paid a special bounty of $300 from tho 
substitute fund on being-mustered into the ser- 
vice. Each recruit who preserves his arms to the 
ond of his term may retain them as his own upon 
being honorably discharged. 

“Third. Details of organization, which will bo 
presented by the Adjutant General, the heads of 
bureaus will detail competent oflioers for the 
prompt examination and organization, arming, 
equipping and supplyin corps. 

“Fourth. Major General Hanoock is assigned 
to the command of this oorps, with head-quarters 
at Washington.

Review of News. 

Fort Fisher lias at length fallen into its 
rightful owners, hands. Gen. Grant thought 
it necessary to have it, and he has it. Ad- 
miral Porter .anu General Terry went in this 
time to win, and they won. The work was 
short, quick and decisive. Army and navy 
played their jDarts well and in perfect har- 
mony, and the finale was a perfect success. 
The Fort is ours, with its armament of 72 
guns, some of large calibre, and rilled, six- 
teen days’ rations, and about 2,000 prisoners. 
The enemy's loss in killed and wounded is 
from 500 to 700. The Federal loss in killed 
and wounded, is about 900. The three brig- 
ade Commanders, leading in the assault, 
were wounded, two of them it is feared fa- 
tally. Thus has fallen another of the ene- 
my’s strongholds, and their last 6eaporl. 
Gen Bragg bragged in vain — his impregna- 
ble defence couldn’t withstand the “Yan- 
kees.” Our gunboats are moving up Cape 
Fear river and have driven two of the rebel 
pirates, the Chickamauga and Tallahassee, 
before them. The official despatches regard- 
ing the capture of Fort Fisher will be found 
in another column. 

From Secretary Stanton we learn that 
Sherman is on the move. Two corps of his 
army have already landed tit Beaufort, South 
Carolina, and the rest were advancing by 
land, the enemy retiring before them 

Four large steamers have been launched 
in the Clyde, to run the blockade in Wil- 
mington. Others are building for the same 
purpose. The next steamer from our shores 
will carry out the distressing news that their 
occupation’s gone. The Clyde ship builders, 
and all the English blockade running crew 
will rue the day when they commenced their 
complicity with the rebellion. 

The House has concurred with, and the 
President signed the Senate resolution re- 
pealing the Reciprocity treaty. The Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means will report a bill 
to repeal the duties on printing paper. 

A few detachments of Federal soldiers had 
a fight witii guerrillas at Bardstown on 
Tuesday afternoon, the 17th. Several bands 
of guerrillas, under Cants. Pratt, Magruder 
and Sue Mttndy, had concentrated for the 
purpose of attacking the jail to rescue one 
of their number' confined there. Captains 
Nichols and Young, 34th Kentucky Volun- 
teers, superintended the operations against 
the guerrillas. Alter a brisk fight they were 
routed and driven from the town, being pur- 
sued until nightfall. Capt. l> ratt was killed. 
Sue Mundv and a scoundrel named Marion 
were severely wounded, but were removed by 
their friends. Several others were killed and 
wounded. The rout of the guerrillas was 
complete. 

Gen. Terry has been nominated and con- 
firmed as a Major General, lor gallant con- 
duct at Fort Fisher. Resolutions of thanks 
to the Gen. and to Admiral Torter, with the 
brave men of the army and navy in their 
commands, have been offered in Congress. 

The following remark of Gen. Butler is 
characteristic of the man. It is stated that 
in conversation in regard to the probability 
ct thesuccessof the last Wjlmington move- 
ment, he said, “I shall be a winner in any 
event. If the attack is repulsed, I shall be 
justified in not having made the assault on 
Fort Fisher with njy handful of troops. If 
the attack succeeds, my country will be the 
gainer, which suits me quite as well.” 

Lieut. Gov. Jacobhas reached Washing- 
ton, having been recalled from his exile by 
President Lincoln. He predicts a peace 
within sixty days;- the people of Richmond, 
unconnected with the Government, are all, 
he asserts, for peace, while the army is 
unit in its favor. 

The Blairs have been to Richmond and 
have returned What their mission was, 
and what it effected are not yet made public, 
though it is confidently believed only to 
have been of a private nature. The Rich- 
mond papers denounce their President for 
receiving such peace agents, as well they 
may, for the constant agitation of the sub- 
ject of peace will certainly act disastrously 
to their cause. 



flSa?- Hon Brutus .J. Clay, Representative 
in Congress from the 7th Congressional Dis- 
trict, has expressed his views on the Consti- 
tutional Amendment, in a speech delivered 
on the *.lth ins!, lie, ol course, lakes high 
ground against it, treading closely in tiie 
footsteps of Pendleton, Powell, Fernando 
Wood and that class of patriots. His 
speech is a strange conglomeration of mis- 
statements, fallacies and snarlings. It is 
very much in the GaTrett Davis style. 
Here is the way this sagacious and enlight- 
ened gentleman discourses of all the argu- 
ments and opinions of those who are oppos- 
ed to his intelligent view of the subject: 

They are nothing but the distempered im- 
agination of narrow minds, catering to the 
public opinion ol a low and degraded con- 
stituency ; nothing else. Wc ought to give 
them as much attention as the advice of a 
pauper picked up in the streets of London 
would receive in regard to the financial af- 
fair# ot the Barings or the Rothschilds; 
who cannot keep a sixpence in his pocket 
from morning to night. 

No exception — the patriot, the statesman 
who holds that the safety ol his country re 
qbirea, and the Constitution ot the land al- 
lows the proposed amendment, is “narrow 
minded” and represents the opinion of “a 
low and degraded constituency.” For in- 
stance, .Senators Sumner and Wilson, repre- 
senting a constituency among whom are 
the Everetts, the Bancrofts, the Winthrops, 
the Lowells, the Adams, the Prescotts, the 



Ticknors, the Emersons and u host of such 
“narrow minded” and low “degraded’ men. 
So Brutus .J. Clay considers them. 

Again ; Mr. Clay gives his opipion of the 
sovereignty and independence of the States. 
He says that the original thirteen States 
first “formed a Confederacy of States, and 
that not working well they concluded to es- 
tablish (his Union.” But a little further on 
he says of our Union that it is merely “a 
Confederacy of independent States.” Our 
fathers were strange men — their Confedera- 
cy didn't work well ; so they tried with all 
their wisdom and ability to mend the mat- 
ter, and thought they had. But they were 
mistaken — it was the same Confederacy still 
after all their labor. Mr. Clay does not 
think much of our statesmen, ancient or 
modern. 

Mr. Clay relates a few incidents for the 
enlightening of Congress on the awful state 
of affairs in Kentucky. He says “nearly 
every public press in the Stateof Kentucky, so 
far as 1 know, that does not sustain the poli- 
cy of tho Administration, has been suppressed 
by military authority. No paper is allowed to 
adpear there that is not found to advocate their 
policy." Our representative must be one of 
that class that doesn't read the papers. The 
Louisville Journal, the Democrat, the Anzei- 
ger, and the Maysville Eagle — the promi- 
nent opposition papers of the State — all stfll 
exist, and were regularly published through 
the whole Presidential campaign They 
certainly did not “sustain the policy ot the 
AminlSlration," and do not now, with the 
exception of the Journal Yet they arc 
not now, nor were at the time that Mr. Clay 
made bis speech in any wise interfered with. 
Mr. Clay’s first incident is very imaginative. 
So is his second. “You have your bands 
upon every man in that country.’ Mr. 
Powell spouts treason in the Senate ot the 
United States, ami Garret Davis claps bis 
hands and cries “amen,” while in the Lower 
House Brutus J. Clay pretty nearly echoes 
their sentiments; yet no band restrains 
them. In our present Legislature, Messrs. 
Grover, and Read, open secessionists, nomi- 
nate and vote for auother secessionist — they 
are still free to express their views and aid 
and abet the rebellion. The Administration 
receives bard knocks and severe excoriations 
daily in the Legislature, but the refractory 
members manage ‘.o keep out of the despots' 
hands, and act ami speak without any tear 
of molestation. At least the band does not 
press very heavily. A third incident par- 
takes also of the imaginative. “All the rail- 
roads in the State ol Kentucky are now in 
the hands of the Government rnd Govern- 
ment agents." This is a terrible outrage 
certainly, but it has been kept so quiet, that 
Mr. Clay is the only man who has heard of 
it, so that it lias not worked much barm. 
Certain it is that not a soldier passes over 
the roads without pay, even those travelling 
as guards for the trains Being charged for 
the trip The trains leave regularly and 
there is no hindrence whatever in travel. 
One more incident. “The soldiers were in 
the State at the last election, intimidating 
voters and driving them from the polls." 
Both the Louisville Journal and Democrat 
acknowledges that the' last election was a 
fair and free one. In this city, soldiers were 
at the polls at different times during the 
day, but they were marched there unarmed 
and voted almost a unit for McClellan. And 
so throughout the State; intimidation, as 
far as McClellan voters were concerned, was 
a rare case. Guerrillas interfered, either in 
person or by threats, with Lincoln men, in 
nearly all parts of the State — but they were 
your allies, Mr. Clay, not ours. Don’t 
blame the Administration tor their acta. 
We have given our readers a pretty fair 
specimen of Mr. Clay's speech, in its allusi- 
ons to Kentucky. He' seems to have a very 
poor opinion of bis country in general, and 
probably bis oountry reciprocates it 



The port of Wilmington is now sealed; 
though no attempt be *made to take that 
city, to all intents it is henceforth useless to 
the Confederacy. As for the other defences, 
those to the south of Fort Fisher will pro- 
bably surrender on demand, while the others 
must fall speedily if they attempt a defense. 
Their total armament is 208 guns. The 
thanks of the nation arc due to Admiral Por- 
ter and GeD. Terry , with their brave men, 
for this great and important success to our 
arms. And for those who fell, a nation's 
gratitude is due; the sacrifice they made 
was not in vain, for it has covered the Con- 
federacy with mourning and filled our land 
with joy. 

B**L.Tlic States’ Rights Democracy are in 
the habit of making their boast in John C. 
Calhoun, as the father of them all. He is 
quoted as their authority on all subjects con- 
nected with the matter — State Sovereignty, 
State Independence, State Nullification, &e 
Senator Cox, in bis late speech in answer to 
Pendleton’s argument against the Constitu- 
tionality of any Amendment touching this 
matter of slavery that might be adopted by 
the requisite number of States, thus quotes 
Callioun on the subject. In 1828, he was 
asked for his views by the South Carolina 
Legislature and thus replied : 

In order to have a lull and clear concep- 
tion of our institutions it will be proper to 
remark that there is, in our system, a striking 
contrast between government ana sovereign- 
ty. The separate governments of the sever- 
al States are vested in their legislative, ex- 
ecutive, and judicial departments, while the 
sovereignty resides in the people ol the sev 
eral Statejj who created it; but by an ex- 
press provision of the Constitution it may 
be amended or changed by three-fourths of 
the States, and thus eaeh State, by assenting 
to the Constitution with this provision, has 
modified its original right as a sovereign, of 
making its individual consent necessary to 
any change in its political condition ; and, 
by becoming a member of this Union, has 
placed this important power in the hands 
of three-fourths ol the Slates, in whom the 
highest power known to the Constitution 
resides.

The Victory at Wilmington. 

In the midst of our disappointment at the 
failure of the late attack on Fort Fisher 
while still arguing as to its cause, and la- 
menting its effect, the glorious news have 
reached U3 of the capture of the Fort, with 
its entire garrison and munitions of war. So 
secretly and prudently lias this second move- 
ment been conducted that until Tuesday 
morning the public knew nothing of it, and 
then the intelligence came from rebel sourc- 
es. Almost simultaneously with this comee 
the news of the success. During a heavv 
bombardment from the fleet, the assault was 
made at 3:30 P. M., of the 15th, and by 10 
P. M the works were, in full’possession of 
the Federal forces, aided by a battalion of 
marines and seamen from the navy. Of 
course our loss was heavy, but the victory is 
complete, and its importance and effect, can- 
not now he estimated. We do know, how- 
ever, that it is a crushing blow to the ene- 
my; their only remaining seaport, of ^ny 
consequence, is closed, and now they must 
depend on themselves for all those neccssa 
ry supplies which England and France have 
so liberally afforded them. 

It will he remembered how the former 
failure at Wilmington cheered all Uebel- 
dom, and how it seemed in great measure 
to counterbalance the defeat ol Hood, the 
severe loss of Savannah and the shame of 
Sherman's unmolested inarch. They mag- 
nified the failure into a glorious victory for 
them, and proclaimed it the dawning of a 
brighter day lor the Confederacy — “the 
turning point of their fortunes.” The Sen 
tinel said, “It turns the tide which seemed 
so much against us." Now this rejoicing 
is cut short, their stronghold — the strongest 
earthwork in America — has lallen into our 
hands, the Confederate rag is lowered and 
the far lamed and world-respected Stars and 
Stripes float over the Fort. By the joy of the 
Confederates at our failure, we can judge 
of the extent of the grief to which our suc- 
cess has brought them. 



We call the attention of our readers 
to the speech which we publish to-day. It 
war delivered by Col. Prall of Bourbon coun- 
ty, in the State Senate last week. Agreeing 
with Gov. Bramlelte that the institution of 
slavery "exists only in name hut not in in- 
terest," “that it is not only effete, hut bur- 
densome,” Mr. Trail declares and shows that 
slavery lias been destroyed by the rebellion, 
ami the rebellion is responsible for all the 
wounds it has received. He argues .that 
while slavery lias improved the condition 
of the Alrican race, civilizing and Christian- 
izing them, yet it was never intended that 
the race should always he kept Jin this de- 
graded station — “Heaven never designed to 
elevate, Christianize, and ennoble a human 
being to he a slave forever.” Mr. Frail's 
idea of (he blighting intluences of the. insti- 
tution of slavery, ami of the glory and pros 
p»rity ol the new era which will dawn upon 
our State when slavery shall have been re- 
moved, is forcibly and beautifully expressed, 
and its truth the years to come will fully 
attest. By this speech the Senator Ironi 
Bourbon has spoken well to his Slate, and 
though now his views he met with sneers or 
ndifference, yet in the near future they will 
certainly prevail. Again we commend the 
speech to the earnest attention of our read- 
ers.

The assault was carried by a heavy bom- 
bardment from the fleet, and was at made 3: 
30 P. M., when the first brigade, Curtis, ol 
Ames's division, effected a lodgment upon 
the parapet, hut full possession of ( lie works 
was not obtained till 10 P. M. 

The behavior of both officers and men was 
most admirable. All the works south ol 
Fort Fisher are now occupied by our troops. 
Wc have not less than twelve hundred pris- 
oners, including Gen. Whiting and Colonel 
Lamb, the commandant of the fort.

AN ACT to restrict tho jurisdiction of the Court 
of Claims, and to provide fo^ the payment of 
certain demands for Quartermasters’ stores and 
subsistence supplies furnished to tho army of 
tho United States. 

Bait enacted by the Senate and Jloune of Ilepre - 
tentative^ of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled , That the jurisdiction of the Court of 
Claims shall not extend to or include any claim 
against the United States growing out of tho de- 
struction or appropriation of, or damage to, prop- 
erty by the army or navy, or any part of tho 
army or navy, engaged in tho suppression of the 
rebellion, from the commencement to tho close 
thereof. 

Sec’2. And be it further enacted. That all claims 
of loyal citizens in States not in rebellion, for 
Quartermasters’ stores actually furnished to tho 
army of the United States, and receipted for by 
the proper officer receiving the same, or which 
may have been taken by such officers without giv- 
ing such receipt, may he Submitted to tho Quar- 
termaster General of tho United States, accom- 
panied with such proofs as each claimant can pre- 
sent of the facts in his case; and it shall be the 
duty of the Quartermaster General to cause such 
claim to be examined, and, if convinced that it is 
just, and of the loyalty of the claimant and that 
the stores have been actually received or taken 
for the uso of and used by said army, then to re- 
port each case to the Third Auditor of tho Treas- 
ury, with a recommendation for settlement. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That all claims 
of loyal citizens in .States not in rebellion for sub- 
sistence actually furnished to said army, and re- 
ceipted for by tho proper officer receiving the 
same, or which may have been taken by such 
officers without giving such receipt, may be sub- 
mitted to the Commissary General of Subsistence,,
